Ford’s Rugged Constitution Aids 
Recovery From Motor Car Accident 


ETROIT, April 2.—Henry Ford is making a prompt and appar- 
ently- uninterrupted recovery from the motor accident in which 
his car was forced over a bridge rail and down an embankment. 
Apparent injuries are severe contusions and a slight cut over the left 
eye. The internal symptoms have subsided and the doctors in charge 
of the case say that the manufacturer should be about again in a 
few days, though they rec6Ommend a period of rest before their 
patient can return to his work. Mr. Ford’s speed in throwing off the 
ill effects of the bad jolting he received when the car fell with him 
is attributed by friends of the family to his abstemious habits and to 
his faithful adherence to sound principles of diet and exercise. They 
point out that he has never had a serious illness, and that he guards 
his health with jealous care. Whilc he will be 64 July 30, he has the 
physique and the constitution of a much younger man. His constant 
mental and physical activity is a contributing factor in his sturdy 
health because of his natural resilessness. He is hard to control as 
a patient, but his physicians insist on absolute quict for the present 
and will undertake to keep him from active participation in his 
affairs for about two weeks. By that time barring some unforseen 
happening, they say that he should be as well as ever. 

Police heads deny that any assistance in running down the 
alleged assassin has been asked for by Ford representatives. As 
usual, there are many conflicting storics of mysterious cars, scen in 
the neighborhood just prior to the accident, but Mr. Ford’s own 
story seems to indicate that there was only one car that he noticed 
at the time, and this and its occupants bave been satisfactorily 
accounted for. W. J. Cameron, editor of the Dearborn Independent, 
speaking with apparent authority, says that Mr. Ford personally 
“strongly deprecates the suggestion that the accident was the result 
of intent on any one’s part.” Federal Judge Raymond, in whose 
court the Ford-Sapiro libel suit is being tried, says positively that 
he is not investigating the accident and has instructed the jury in 
the case to disregard all newspaper stories that attempt to connect 
the accident with the suit.

ALIFORNIA has started a “courtesy club,” and the idea 

has in some quarters been heralded as something new.

Mr. Daniels recalls that there was a grand hailing sign 
of distress, four blasts on the horn. On hearing this S O §, 
was pledged to stop his car, draw near the 
afflicted and render him all possible aid and comfort. By 
the terms of his pledge, the member was obliged to give a 
fellow-member advice in mechanical trouble, furnish him

Dealer Loses Car Sold to Bootlegger 
Customer on Failure to Heed Warning

Washington, April 2.—Failure of 
a dealer to act after being informed

was a bootlegger resulted in the 
loss of the car to the dealer after 
the bootlegger’s arrest, according 
to a legal decision of the District 
Court of Idaho, as reported here.
